work is so dirty and disagreeable that 
few Americans will undertake it, 
Mexicans being generally hired for 
tlmt purpose.

Traffic- Ini |*e,l In ir I low n fall. 

After a heavy snow-storm during 
the night the London man conics to 
liis place of business and finds that in 
the principal thoroughfares nearly 
ail traces of the snow have disap- 
peared. The preparations for the 
coming winter are begun early in the 
autumn. For the extra labor required 
reliance has to be placed on the "un- 
employed." Work is fouti 1 each win- 
ter for some 2, IKK) or 3,000 men out of 
employment. 

Snow-first made its appearance last 
winter in London late on Tues- 
day night and it continued to 
fall until tl o'clock on Wednes- 
day morning. Some 200 extra 
men were taken on and by 10 or 11 
o'clock the city streets were cleared, 
tlie snow being carted away, and, for 
ttic most part, shot over tile bridges 
into the Thames. There was a heavier 
tall on Wednesday night, beginning 
•bout ti o'clock and continuing with 
more or less severity throughout tlie 
night. Men were at work all night 
salting and clearing the streets for 
traffic, while early on Thursday morn- 
ing some 30.) “unemployed " men were 
engaged to help in th » work of clear- 
ance. On Thursday night and on Fri- 
day between 300 an 1 000 more men 
were engaged.
